Deliveries  for  United  States  consumption  during  January  and  Feb- 
ruary 1956  totaled  1,  237  thousand  tons  or  100  thousand  tons  more 
than  during  the  same  period  of  1955  and  174  thousand  tons  greater 
than  the  first  2  months  of  1954„       However,  it  should  be  recalled 
that  129  thousand  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delivered  at  the  end 
of  1953  actually  moved  into  trade  channels  during  the  early  months 
of  1954  and  68  thousand  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delivered  late 
in  1954  actually  was  shipped  in  the  early  months  of  1955.  These 
conditions  tend  to  minimize  significantly  the  differences  in  deliv- 
eries during  January-February  for  the  last  3  years. 


Deliveries  March  1  to  17  totaled  378  thousand  tons  as  compared 
to  371  thousand  tons  for  the  same  period  in  1955.  Deliveries 
during  the  week  ending  March  10,   1956,  showed  a  slight  increase 
over  the  preceding  and  following  week;   otherwise,  increased 
freight  rates,    effective  March  7,    seemed  to  have  had  little  effect. 
Deliveries  to  date  appear  to  be  for  immediate  requirements  and 
little  replenishment  of  stocks  by  users  is  evident. 

Primary  distributors  have  reported  deliveries  through  January  of 
48  thousand  tons  of  the  approximately  100  thousand-ton  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  purchase  o f  mainland  surplus  over-quota  sugars. 
During  December  1955,    5  thousand  tons  of  beet  sugar  and  6  thou- 
sand tons  of  mainland  cane  sugar  were  reported  as  delivered,, 
January  deliveries  to  CCC  consisted  of  2 1  thousand  tons  of  beet 
and  16  thousand  tons  of  mainland  cane  sugar. 

Stocks  of  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  on  March  3,  1956, 
were  118,  000  tons  less  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  but  65 
thousand  tons  more  than  on  a  comparable  date  last  year.  Since 
the  first  of  the  year,  beet  and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks 
have  dwindled  by  198,000  tons.       Importers'  stocks  have  increased 
16  thousand  and  refiners'  64  thousand  tons  since  the  beginning  of 
the  year. 


Prices  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  New  York  basis,  averaged  5.88 
cents  per  pound  during  January  and  February,  but  by  March  5  had 
risen  to  5.  98  cents  and  stayed  at  that  level  until  March  16 
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when  sales  of  distress  cargoes  dropped  the  price  to  5.  90,  the 
same  level  as  existed  on  March  23.    Holders  of  substantial  quan- 
tities of  raw  sugar,  however,  continued  to  ask  6.  00  cents,  and  on 
March  26  the  spot  price  returned  to  5.98  cents.    There  have  been 
no  changes  this  year  in  quoted  refined  sugar  basis  prices. 

World  raw  sugar  prices,  f.a.s.  Havana,  averaged  3.34  cents  per 
pound  from  March  1  through  24,  an  increase  of  .  07  cent  from  the 
average  price  during  the  first  2  months  of  the  year. 

The  Cuban  Sugar  Stabilization  Institute  has  released  100  thousand 
Spanish  long  tons,  about  one -fourth  of  the  405  thousand  metric 
tons  which  cannot  be  exported  prior  to  September  1  unless  author- 
ized by  the  International  Sugar  Council.    Cuba's  quota  for  the  first 
8  months  of  the  year  is  1,  620  thousand  metric  tons,  or  about  200 
thousand  tons  per  month.    In  January,  the  only  month  for  which 
data  are  now  available,  Cuba  shipped  only  about  100  thousand 
metric  tons  to  the  world  market.    When  the  Cubans  feel  that  actual 
exports--as  distinguished  from  Institute  releases  and  sales  con- 
tracts—press against  the  1,  620  thousand-ton  seasonal  quota  limit- 
ations, they  may  be  expected  to  ask  the  International  Sugar  Coun- 
cil to  authorize  additional  shipments  within  their  2,  025  thousand- 
ton  quota  for  the  year  as  a  whole,  as  they  did  last  year. 

A  French  Mission  reportedly  sold  50  thousand  tons  of  sugar  to 
Red  China.    A  recently  concluded  trade  agreement  between  Leban- 
on and  Red  China  provides  for  the  shipment  of  an  unspecified 
amount  of  Lebanese-refined  sugar  to  Red  China.    Together  with 
earlier  purchases  of  20  thousand  tons  each  from  East  Germany  and 
France,  reported  in  November  and  December  1955,  Red  Chinese 
imports  appear  to  aggregate  about  100,  000  tons.    French  interests 
are  also  negotiating  for  the  sale  of  35  thousand  tons  of  white  sugar 
to  the  Soviet  Union.    Russian  imports  of  this  amount  would  be  in 
addition  to  the  200  thousand  tons  bought  from  Cuba  in  December 
1955  for  shipment  in  1956.    East  German  purchasesof  about  50 
thousand  tons,  reported  by  the  trade  in  January,  round  out  the 
present  import  requirements  picture  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  other 
Communist  countries.    These  purchases  more  than  offset  the 
reported  East  German  sales  to  Communist  China. 
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QUARTERLY  SUGAR  DELIVERIES  BY  TYPES  OF  BUYERS 
AND  REGIONS,   1949-1954  AVERAGES 


This  report  on  quarterly  rates  of  primary  sugar  deliveries  by 
regions  and  by  types  of  buyers  supplements  the  analysis  published 
in  Sugar  Reports  37,  May  1955.        That  analysis  concentrated  on 
annual  trends  in  sugar  deliveries  to  various  types  of  industrial 
users  and  highlighted  the  increasing  proportions  of  all  primary 
sugar  deliveries  going  to  industrial  users  in  all  regions  of  the 
United  States.       The  present  report  deals  with  the  seasonal  pat- 
tern of  sugar  distribution.    Average  rates  for  each  calendar  year 
quarter  during  the  6-year  period  1949-1954  are  shown,  although 
no  analysis  of  the  year-to-year  variation  of  the  quarterly  rates 
from  their  averages  is  presented. 

Primary  distributors'  quarterly  su^ar  deliveries  averaged  36.4 
million  hundredweight  per  quarter  during  the  1949-1954  period  1/. 
In  the  summer  quarter,  deliveries  were  at  the  rate  of  42.  9  mil- 
lion hundredweight,   118  percent  of  the  average  for  all  quarters, 
while  fall  and  winter  quarter  deliver ies  were  at  the  rate  of  little 
more  than  32  million  hundredweight  or  about  89  percent  of  the 
average  for  all  quarters.  Spring  quarter  deliveries  averaged  38 
million  hundredweight,  104 percent  of  the  average  (Tables  1  and  2 
and  figure  1). 

Sugar  deliveries  by  types  of  buyers 

Industrial  users  bought  44  percent  of  the  sugar  sold  by  primary 
distributors  and  non-industrial  buyers*    primarily  wholesalers 
and  retailers,  bought  56  percent  2/.  The  seasonal  pattern  of  sugar 

77     This"  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  average  of  145.7  million 

hundredweight  or  7.  3  million  short  tons,  refined  value,  and 
to  7.  9  million  short  tons,  raw  value.    Reports  on  deliveries  by 
type  of  buyer  cover  about  97  percent  of  primary  distributors' 
total  sugar  deliveries. 

2/     It  should  be  noted  that  direct  deliveries  of  primary  distribu- 
tors do  not  completely  reflect  total  sugar  consumption  of 
industrial  as  compared  with  non- industrial  users.  Wholesalers, 
jobbers,  and  sugar  dealers  received  more  than  seven-tenths  of 
the  tot&l  deliveries  to  the  non- industrial  buyers.    They  serve  as  a 
gateway  through  which  sugar  passes  in  the  channels  of  distribu- 
tion and  probajbly  about  two-fifths  of  their  receipts  are  destined 
for  industrial  usage.    If  two-fifths  of  the  wholesale  groups' 
receipts  are  added  to  the  direct  deliveries  to  industrial  buyers, 
the  total  industrial  usage  would  approximate  60  percent  of  all 
deliveries.

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deliveries  to  industrial,  as  well  as  to  non-industrial  buyers  is 
similar  to  that  of  all  sugar  deliveries.    There  are  notable  varia 
tions,  however,  in  the  seas onal pattern  of  deliveries  to  the  seven 
different  types  of  industrial  buyers  recognized  in  the  Sugar  Divi 
sion  classification  of  buyers. 


As  one  would  expect,  the  canned,   bottled,  and  frozen  foods  indus- 
try dispalys  the  greatest  seasonal  variation  of  all  classes.  Summer 
quarter  deliveries  are  168.5  percent  of  the  average,  while  deliv- 
eries during  the  other  three  quarters  are  well  below  100  percent 
of  the  average  seasonal  rate.    In  the  Western  region,  the  sum- 
mer quarter  peak  rises  to  231  percent  of  the  average  quarterly 
rate.      This  reflects  sugar  requirements  for  a  large  proportion 
of  the  entire  Nation's  year -around  supply  of  commercially  canned, 
bottled,  and  frozen  foods.      This  figure,  more  than  any  other  in 
the  series,  highlights  the  degree  of  regional  specialization. 


The  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  industry  is  also  characterized 
by  considerable  seasonal  variation.    The  peak  occurs  during  the 
spring  quarter  in  the  country  as  a  whole  and  in  four  of  the  five 
regions.       Only  the  Western  region  shows  a  marked  peak  in  the 
summer  quarter.       Ice  cream  production  statistics  also  show  a 
seasonal  peak  in  the  Western  region  during  the  summer  quarter, 
somewhat  later  in  the  year  than  elsewhere.  The  beverage  indus- 
try,   the  leading  industrial  sugar  user  as  measured  by  direct 
deliveries  of  primary  distributors,  exhibits  somewhat  less  sea- 
sonal variation  than  the  ice  cream  industry,  not  only  in  the  Nation 
as  a  whole,  but  also  in  all  regions  except  New  England.  Deliv- 
eries are  almost  the  same  rate  in  spring  and  in  summer.   In  the 
Southern  region,  where  two-fifths  of  all  sugar  for  beverage  use 
is  distributed,  the  spring  quarter  is  most  important  while  sum- 
mer quarter  deliveries  are  at  a  higher  rate  in  New  England,  the 
Middle  Atlantic,  and  Western  regions. 


The  non-food  products  group  also  shows  considerable  seasonal 
variation  in  its  sugar  receipts,  particularly  in  the  South  where 
sugar  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  tobacco  products. 


By  contrast,  sugar  deliveries  for  confectionery,  bakery,  and 
multiple  uses  fluctuate  much  less  than  those  for  the  four  other 
industry  groups.      They,  too,  have  their  peaks  in  spring  or  sum- 
mer like  the  more  sharply  fluctuating  industries,  but  their  stabi- 
lizing influence  on  sugar  deliveries  as  a  whole  is  marked.

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The  two  important  non-industrial  groups,  wholesalers  and  retail- 
ers, show  substantially  similar  patterns  of  seasonality.     As  ob- 
served previously,  they  also  resemble  the  pattern  of  sugar  deliv- 
eries to  industrial  users  as  a  whole.    The  summer  quarter  is  the 
time  of  peak  deliveries  at  rates  varying  from  117  to  119  percent 
for  non-industrial,  industrial,  and  all  uses.       Spring  deliveries 
are  uniformly  at  104  percent,    while  fall  and  winter  deliveries 
range  from  87  to  92  percent  of  average  quarterly  rates. 

Sugar  deliveries  by  regions 

Regional  differences  in  seasonality  of  sugar  deliveries  are  of 
particular  concern  to  individual  primary  distributors  who  supply 
typically  one  or  two  regions" only. 

Primarily  because  of  the  great  seasonal  fluctuations  in  the  sugar 
requirements  of  the  western  canned,  bottled,  and  frozen  food 
industry,  total  sugar  deliveries  in  the  Western  region  fluctuate 
from  a   141  percent  summer  peak  to  an  80  percent  winter  low 
(Table  2  and  figure  2).     In  the  South,  the  range  from  the  summer 
peak  of  115  percent  and  the  fall  low  of  84  percent  is  only  one  half 
as  large  as  in  the  West.        The  New  England  and  Middle  Atlantic 
regions  have  more  stable  sugar  requirements.       Quite  different 
from  the  West,    in  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  deliveries  to  indus- 
trial users  of  sugar  fluctuate  less  from  season  to  season  than 
deliveries  to  non-industrial  users.     In  the  North  Central  region, 
where  Atlantic  Seacoast,  Gulf  Coast,  and  West  Coast  cane  sugar, 
as  well  as  beet  sugar,  compete  with  each  other,  deliveries  fluc- 
tuate less  than  in  the  country  as  a  whole  and,    of  course,  less 
than  in  the  West  and  South.  Deliveries  to  industrial  users  fluctu- 
ate considerably  less  than  deliveries  to  non-industrial  users. 

Although  outside  the  scope  of  this  analysis,  it  may  be  noted  that 
sugar  distribution  to  non -industrial  groups  in  the  five  regions  is 
roughly  proportionate  to  their  population.         In  other  words,  per 
capita  deliveries  to  wholesalers,  retailers,  and  the  minor  non- 
industrial  groups  in  each  of  the  five  regions  do  not  differ  much. 
By  contrast,  sugar  deliveries  to  industrial  users  in  the  several 
regions  cannot  meaningfully  be  expressed  on  a  per  capita  basis. 
This  is  illustrated  by  the  record  of  Middle  Atlantic  and  Southern 
regions.     The  Middle  Atlantic  region  receives  32  percent  of  all 
industrial  sugar  deliveries  while  only  20  percent  of  the  popula- 
tion lives  there.     Inversely,  31  percent  of  the  Nation  lives  in  the 
South,  but  only  21  percent  of  the  industrial  sugar  deliveries  go 
there  (Table  2). 
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"INVISIBLE"  STOCKS  AND  MOVEMENT  OF  SUGAR 

1954  AND  1955 


Table  3  shows  the  movement  of  sugar  into  and  out  of  the  inven- 
tories of  industrial  users,  wholesalers,  and  retailers  during  1954 
and  1955.       The  information  is  obtained  by  a  survey  made  annually 
by  the  Census  Bureau  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture . 

Sugar  inventories  of  industrial  users,  wholesalers,  and  retailers 
(known  in  the  sugar  trade  as  invisible  stocks)  were  estimated  at 
323  thousand  short  tons,  raw  value,  as  of  December  31,  1955, 
about  49  thousand  tons  less  than  stocks  held  a  year  earlier.  This 
was  the  second  successive  year  of  inventory  contraction,  invisible 
stocks  having  declined  35  thousand  tons  in  1954. 

Stocks  for  both  retailers  and  wholesalers  were  reduced  between 
6  and  7  percent,  thus  accounting  for  about  11  thousand  tons  of  the 
inventory  depletion.     Inventories  of  industrial  users,  as  a  group, 
decreased  38  thousand  tons,  or  18  percent.  The  beverage  industry 
alone  reduced  sugar  stocks  by  34  thousand  tons  and  the  confec- 
tionery industry  by  5.5  thousand  tons,  stock  reductions  of  38  per- 
cent and  12  percent,  respectively,  although  in  neither  case  did  the 
rate  of  sugar  usage  decline.         Sugar  inventories  of  bakeries 
and  ice  cream  manufacturers  changed  but  slightly,  while  those  of 
the  canning  industry  were  about  10  percent  higher  than  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

Wholesalers  deliver  sugar  to  retailers  and  to  industrial  users; 
accordingly,  total  receipt  and  total  delivery  or  usage  figures  in 
Table  3  contain  duplications .  Wholesalers  receipts  and  deliveries 
are  not  entirely  duplicated  in  the  other  categories,  however,  since 
a  portion  of  their  receipts  is  delivered  to  eating  places,  Govern- 
ment agencies,  and  other  institutions  not  separately  reflected  in 
the  Census  Bureau's  survey.    The  groupings  of  industrial  users  in 
this  survey  do  not  necessarily  coincide  fully  with  the  similarly- 
named  groupings  shown  in  other  issues  in  the  reports  of  sugar 
deliveries  by  primary  sugar  distributors.

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  February  29,  1956, 
that  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  had  entered  into  a  contract 
with  the  American  Sugar  Refining  Company,  New  York  City,  for 
refining  approximately  30,  000  short  tons  of  Louisiana  bulk  raw 
cane  sugar  purchased  recently  under  the  surplus  over -quota  sugar 
program.       The  contract  price  is  $1.09  per  100  pounds,  refined 
basis,  delivered  f.  a.  s.  vessel,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

The  contract  was  awarded  on  the  basis  of  the  lowest  competitive 
bid. 

The  sugar  will  be  packaged  in  2.85-yard  cotton  bags  of  100  pounds 
net  and  will  be  shipped  to  meet  requirements  under  the  foreign 
mutual  security  programs  of  the  Government,  announced  October 
31,  1955.
